Whooping cough was epidemic during May and June. No special 


effort made to restrict its spread. 

Complaints of eleven nuisances received and abated. Several 
abated without complaint or notice. 

School houses, public buildings and ice ponds have been examined 
and found in a satisfactory sanitary condition. 

A special word to parents of school children and teachers. I can- 
not impress upon you too strongly the importance of this simple 
procedure, viz: provide your child with some sort of a drinking cup 
for use at school, and make him use it and keep it for his individual use 
only. Much disease—with its attendant suffering and expense—is 
caused by the promiscuous use of drinking vessels, which can easily 
be avoided by the observance of this simple precaution.

The opportunity of obtaining a higher education made possible by 
means of the scholarship at Yale University, endowed by Hon. 
Edwin Milner, of this Town, should prove an incentive to many to 
obtain that education which otherwise they could not afford. 

Already two young men from this Town have entered Yale under 
the provisions of the scholarship. 


Below is given the full text of the “ Declaration of Trust,” a copy 
of which will be hung in every school room in Town. 


For this munificent gift Mr. Milner has the hearty thanks of every 
lover of education. 


DECLARATION OF TRUST. 


Yale University, a corporation chartered by the State of Connect- 
icut, hereby acknowledges the receipt from Edwin Milner, of Plain- 
field, Connecticut, of a gift to it in trust of two hundred and fifty 
(250) shares of the capital stock of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, and declares that it holds said gift in. 
trust for the purposes and upon conditions as follows :— 


1. Said gift is to be always held as a separate trust fund to be 
known as the “Plainfield Scholarship Fund founded by Edwin 
Milner.” 


2. Yale University, as trustee of said fund, is to have the power 
at any time and from time to time to sell the whole or any part of 
the property constituting said fund and to invest the proceeds in 
income-bearing property at its discretion. 


3. The donor, being aware that in course of time great changes 
may occur, has consented that Yale University may exercise wide 
discretion in the application of the income of said fund, but has 
made this gift with the intention of specially benefitting in the first 
instance the people of his Town of Plainfield and secondarily the 
people of his County of Windham in the State of Connecticut, and 
of benefitting them by enabling worthy students among them, 
selected without.discrimination on account of race, color or religion, 
to have the advantage of an education in such department or depart- 
ments of Yale University as they may in accordance with the regula- 
tions of such University respectively select; and Yale University, 


as Trustees is at all times hereafter to expend or temporarily accu-_ 


mulate the income of said fund in such manner as shall seem in its — 


discretion best adapted to carry out said general intent of the donor. 


In order to illustrate its understanding of this trust Yale Univer- 
sity further declares that so long as in. its opinion conditions remain

as they are at present it will utilize the income of said fund (which 
is expected to be two thousand (2000) dollars per annum) for the 
provisions of scholarships of five hundred (500) dollars per annum, 
one of which will be offered in each year to a student of satisfac tory 
character and scholarship entering the University from Windham 
County, Connecticut, who has resided in said County for at least 
three years; preference, however, being always given to a student 
entering the University from the Town of Plainfield, who has resided 
for at least three years in said Town. 

The student thus selected may receive such scholarship of. five 
hundred dollars per annum for four years, provided he shall remain 
so long a time at Yale University and shall maintain satisfactory 
scholarship and character. 


Should any student thus selected fail for any reason to hold the 


scholarship for so long a period as four years, the unexpended balance 


of income thus set free will, unless temporarily accumulated, be ap- 
propriated by Yale University in its discretion for the benefit of 
other such students from said Windham County, preference being 
always given to those coming from said Town of Plainfield.

“In order_to foster and promote in the public schools of the Town 
of Plainfield the study of the Constitution of the United States, I 
give to the Town of Plainfield the sum of Five Hundred Dollars, 
which sum shall constitute and form a fund forever, the yearly in- 
come of which fund shall be used in keeping up from year to year a 
Prize to be called the “Constitution Prize,” which prize shall be 
competed for, under the direction of the Board of Education of the 
Town of Plainfield, by such pupils, and by such only, as have been 
in attendance upon the public schools of the Town of Plainfield 
during the school-term or terms at the end of which the examination 


is held. 


The examination shall be in the History of the Constitution of 
United States and of the Amendments thereto, and in the contents 
of the same instrument and its amendments. 

The competitors shall also be required to spell and define at least 


one hundred words taken from the aforesaid Constitution and from 
the Amendments thereto.

TO THE TOWN SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to present herewith the Second 
‘Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools of the Town of 
Plainfield. 


The upbuilding of a business is to a large extent dependent upon 
the character of the units of which it is composed, and in this respect 
the work of our school system is like that of any mercantile house. 
In any community the work of the schools is largely governed by 


the local conditions under which it is fostered. If the community is 


prosperonis, energetic and progressive the schools cannot fail to reflect. 
those characteristics. In communties whose life is sluggish and inact- 


_ive the general communal interests, of which the school and the 


church are the chief, must suffer to a greater or less degree. 


If we accept this hypothesis and in its light view the general busi- 
ness activities of a town such as ours we shall expect to find a similar 
condition of active progress in our school system. That the schools of 
this town have made definite advance duriny the past year is easily 
seen. We have better school equipment, stronger teaching force, more 


‘systematic lines of work and a higher standard than we had a year 
ago. Itis not my intention, however, to convey the impression that 


_ there is no room for improvement. Our needs are as great as ever. 


Our schools: in several districts are large and prow Tie Our pupils

are not as regular and punctual in attendance as they should be. 
There is need of enlarged school libraries, apparatus and larger teach- 
ing force. This is a condition of affairs altogether encouraging, 
insuring future constant growth. 


School Management and Courses of Study. 


The advantages of a careful system of reports regarding pupils and 
schools have been evident this year. There have been fewer changes 
necessary, and the work has progressed more steadily. The monthly 


reports to parents, the returns made each month by teachers tosuper- . 


intendent and the regular reports to the Committee have brought 
the whole organization into closer relations enabling a management 
of affairs at once intelligent and efficient. 

A complete course of study in Reading and Language work has 
been issued, so that new teachers find it easier to take up the work 
and the pupils are less affected by changes in the teaching force. 
Pupils moving from one section of the town to another find little 
difference in the character of the work in the several schools, there- 
by losing little ground by the change. Courses of study in Geogra- 
phy and History are still needed. It is also desirable that those 


portions of the Rules and Regulations of the School Committee — 


bearing upon the duties of teachers, pupils and janitors should be 
printed and placed in each school building. 


Free Text and Library Books. 


We have added 95 volumes to our school libraries during the past 


year, making the total number of library books 2668. During the 


year free text books have been supplied to all pupils desiring them 
and the town now owns: 3715 authorized texts comprising all the 
different subjects taught in our schools. The total cost of these 
books has been $1,515.99. We have sold during the year to pupils 
wishing to own them, books to the amount of $90.12. Only three 
town books have been lost, and these have been paid for by the 
pupils losing them, The expense of the free text book system, here- 
after, will be much iess for any year than during the year and a half 
since its introduction. It will still be an item to be considered yearly 
and suitable provision made for its maintenance in order to make 
necessary additions and replace worn-out copies. 


Attendance. 


The total enumeration of pupils last October was 1310—the same 


_as for October, 1905. The registration for the year was 944—two less _ 
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‘ 
than for the year 1905- 6. The average membership increased from 
721.9 to 758.3 and the average attendance increased from 665.1 to 
688.2, making a gain in the percentage of attendance of nearly seven | 
per cent., the percentage for 1905-6 being 69 and for 1906-7, 75.9. 


The number of pupils registered in other than public schools in- © 


_ creased from 170 for 1905-6, to 184 for the past year. 


The percentage of average attendance to average membership has 
fallen, however, from 91.3 to 88.5. There have been 2716 cases of 
Erinn during the year, an average of almost three per pupil. 
This is a matter which should receive careful attention this coming 
year. Fora pupil to fail of being promptly in his place when school 
opens is detrimental to the order and discipline of the school and an 


injury to the pupil himself. I have investigated a large number of 


the cases of tardiness reported and in nearly every instance it might 
have been avoided by a more careful oversight by the parents or 
more care on the part of the delinquent. The.school laws require 
pupils to attend school during the days and hours the schools are in 
session, the only legitimate excuse for absence or tardiness being ill . 
health. Unless pressure is brought to bear by school authorities 
pupils and parents frequently fall into the error of thinking that a 
few minutes or a half-day do not count. To those who know the 
conditions, every minute is valuable and time lost through careless- 
ness is irretrievable. 


High School.

‘The growth of the High School is a matter for congratulation. 
Fifty-eight different pupils were enrolled in the year and the average 
membership was over forty-six. The percentage of average attend- 
ance to average membership was 93, five per cent. higher than the 
average for the town. The new rooms were occupied the first of 
January and $200 yor of physical apparatus was purchased and 
installed greatly increasing the efficiency of the school. With the 
addition of the fourth year, laboratories for physics and chemistry, 
a larger staff of teachers and more books of reference we shall be 
prepared to fit for college such pupils as wish to go, and to give to 
those who do not wish or cannot afford a college course, a thorough 
training in such subjects as will be most useful to them in business 
life. A course in the High School should be taken by every graduate 


_ of our grammar schools, and the establishment of the High School 
_ here at home makes this possible. The High School rounds out the 
work of the grades and profitably fills the last and critical years of 


ane growing period of youth.
